Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  8,   1905. 
The  Nineteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina  began  at  12  o'clock  with  President  John  Graham  in 
the  chair.     After  the  usual  opening  exercises,  the  roll  was  called 
and  the  following  counties  were  represented:

President  John  Graham  then  read  the 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Representatives  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance: — Allow  me  to  congrat- 
ulate you,  my  brethren,  on  the  promising  outlook  for  our  Order  for" 
the  future  and  the  increase  of  membership  during  the  past  year. 
The  necessity  of  organization  of  farmers  for  their  own  protection  is 
manifest.  This  fact  has  been  emphatically  emphasized  by  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Cotton  Growers'  Asociation  in  resisting  the  efforts  of 
New  York  speculators  to  force  the  price  of  cotton  to  five  cents  or 
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less.  This  Association  through  the  intelligent  efforts  of  those 
worthy  gentlemen,  Messrs.  Jordan  and  Cheatham,  not  only  thwarted 
the  speculators  in  their  selfish  designs  of  robbing  you  of  your  hard 
earnings,  but  have  exposed  the  rottenness  of  our  agricultural  statis- 
tical reports,  and  the  disclosures  made  in  this  department  will 
doubtless  lead  to  closer  examinations  of  the  other  executive 
departments. 

A  Chart  Which  Would  Guide   Roosevelt  Safely. 

Allow  me  further  to  congratulate  you  and  the  American  people 

that  there  sits  in  the  Presidential  chair  a  man  pure  in  private  life 

and  fearless  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  who  will  not  allow  scoundrels 

to  go  unwhipped  of  justice.     God   grant  that  he  may   probe  deep 

into  all  the  departments  of  government  and  let  out  the  corruption 

that  is  sapping  the  life  of  the  Republic.     And  let  us  pray  that  he 

may  use  the  power  vested  in  him  to  protect  his  people  from  the 

galling  oppression  of  aggregated  capital  and  the  insolent  defiance 

■ 
of  law  and  justice  on  the  part  of  labor  agitators.     "Equal  justice 

to    all,    special    privileges    to    none,"    the    motto    of    the    Farmers' 

Alliance,  is  the  chart  that  will  safely  guide  Mr.  Roosevelt  through 

the  perils  that  beset  his  ship  of  state  and  will  anchor  him  in  the 

harbor  of  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen  alongside  Washington,  Jef- 

lerson  and  Lincoln. 

The  reports  of  your  various  officers  will  be  submitted  to  you,  and 

deserve  and  will  doubtless  receive  your  careful  consideration. 

Railroads   and   the   Public. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  and  in  opposition  to  your  expressed 
wishes,  the  lease  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  Railroad  has  been  consummated. 
This  action  on  the  part  01  our  State  officials  was  brought  about  by 
the  active  efforts  of  many  of  the  best  men  along  the  line  of  said 
road,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  successful  operation  of  this  road 
was  to  a  great  degree  handicapped  by  the  unfortunate  lease  of  the 
North  Carolina  Railroad,  for  which  lease  our  late  Governor  and  his 
advisers  were  in  no  way  responsible.  It  is  my  individual  opinion, 
and  I  have  the  backing  of  that  distinguished  jurist,  Judge  Bynum, 
that  neither  lease  is  in  accordance  with  law  or  justice. 

It  may  be  that  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  incapable  of 
managing  railroads  built  by  themselves  for  the  development  of 
their  own  State  and  for  their  own  convenience.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that'  they  will  see  to  it  tnat  the  rates  for  transportation  are  reason- 
able and  that  the  convenience  of  our  own  people,  who  built  the 
roads,  will  be  consulted  in  the  running  of  trains.  There  should  not 
be  that  hostility  towards  railroads  manifested  by  juries  in  render- 
ing verdicts  for  fictitious  damages  in  suits  brought  on  commission, 
but  the  corporations  have  themselves  to  blame  for-  this  alienation 
on  the  part  of  their  best  patrons.  The  refusal  to  pay  just  dam- 
ages until  forced  by  law,  the  contemptuous  treatment  of  shippers, 
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the  refusal  and  successful  resistance  of  paying  taxes  on  a  fair 
valuation  of  their  appropriated  property,  the  wholesale  distribution 
of  passes  to  physicians  and  lawyers  as  their  employes,  and  espec- 
ially the  belief  that  all  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  will 
accept  them,  can  secure  passes  or  their  equivalent,  have  prejudiced 
the  minds  of  the  bulk  of  the  people.  To  remove  this  well-founded 
suspicion  on  the  part  of  the  public,  and  as  a  slight  "rebate'  for  past 
exemptions  from  fair  taxation  on  their  property,  and  a  modest 
acknowledgement  of  the  fact  that  they  are  in  possession  of  millions 
of  property  for  whicii  the  State  and  the  citizens  thereof  have 
received  no  adequate  value,  a  proposal  on  the  part  of  the  corpora- 
tions controlling  the  various  systems  of  railroads  in  North  Carolina 
that  their  charters  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  the 
executive  State  officers,  judges  of  Superior  and  Supreme  Courts,  and 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  during  its  sessions,  and  the 
Corporation  Commissioners  during  their  term  of  office  should  have 
the  right  to  ride  on  all  passenger  trains  within  the  borders  of 
North  Carolina  (all  damages  in  case  of  accident  to  be  waived  by 
these  officials  for  themselves,  heirs  and  assigns),  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  State  and  to  the  railroads. 

These  views  may  be  criticised  as  out  of  place  in  a  farmers' 
convention,  but  you,  and  not  Jones,  pay  the  freight.  The  corrup- 
tion proceeding  from  the  corporations  in  securing  favorable  legisla- 
tion and  preventing  legislation  adverse  to  their  interests  has  a 
most  baneful  effect  upon  the  body  politic.  You  are  intensely  inter- 
ested in  freight  charges.  There  is  little  profit  to  you  in  making 
railroads  pay  unreasonable  damages  for  injuries  done  to  careless 
persons,  frequently  trespassers  upon  their  right-of-way,  while  they 
have  the  power  to  re-imburse  themselves  by  a  change  of  classifica- 
tion of  some  article. 

Social  Features  of  the  Alliance. 

Let  me  urge  upon  you  the  cultivation  of  the  social  feature  of  our 
Order.  One  of  the  greatest  waves  of  educational  progress  was  set 
in  motion  by  the  Alliance  in  its  palmy  days  when  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  the  better  educated  farmers  came  in  contact  with 
their  less  fortunate  sisters  and  infused  into  them  the  hope  and 
desire  for  better  opportunities  for  themselves  and  for  their  children. 
All  honor  to  the  men  who  have  gone  up  and  down  throughout 
North  Carolina  urging  you  to  educate  your  children,  but  the  bur- 
den and  responsibility  is  yours.  You  are  not  paupers.  You  have 
learned  that  "hog  and  hominy  must  be  raised  at  home,"  and  you 
are  doing  it,  and  to-day  the  farmers  of  North  Carolina  are  iinan- 
cialy  better  off  than  at  any  time  since  the  war  of  the  sixties. 

Country  High  Schools  Favored. 

It  is  your  duty  to  tax  yourselves  locally  and  thus  supplement  the 
State's  provision  for  the  education  of  your  children;    for  without 
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co-operation  on  your  part  your  public  school  system  will  never  be  a 
success.  You  should  establish  in  every  county  at  the  most  suit- 
able place  a  free  "high  school"  worthy  the  name,  where  the  boys 
and  girls  may  be  thoroughly  prepared  for  college.  This  high  school 
could  and  would  furnish  the  majority  of  your  local  school  teachers. 
It  is  the  State's  misfortune  that  so  many  of  our  youth  go  to  col- 
lege unprepared,  becoming  matriculates  but  not  graduates.  A 
larger  per  cent  of  freshmen  should  become  seniors  at  all  of  our 
colleges.  The  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  established  by 
your  efforts  is  doing  a  .great  work;  its  halls  are  overcrowded;  its 
professors,  I  am  sure,  feel  themselves  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
preparation  on  the  part  of  many  of  their  pupils.  What  is  the 
remedy?  The  public  county  high  school,  free  to  the  poorest  so  far 
as  tuition  is  concerned,  has  not  been  provided  for,  and  will  not  be 
until  you  demand  it  in  earnest.  Our  boarding  schools  for  boys 
make  a  specialty  of  preparation  for  university  and  the  denomina- 
tional colleges  are  full  to  overflowing. 

An   Auxiliary  Agricultural   School. 

No  school  is  a  special  feeder  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College.  Would  it  not  be  wise  to  propose  to  the  trustees  of  the  A. 
&  M.  College  that  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  practicable  and  desirable 
to  establish  an  auxiliary  agricultural  school  that  we  will  grant  them 
the  use  of  this  beautiful  site  already  equipped  with  necessary 
buildings,  and  this  fertile  farm  of  146  acres  for  an  indefinite  or 
definite  period,  rent  free,  provided  they  keep  it  in  repair,  pay 
taxes  and  insurance,  and  allow  us  its  use  for  our  annual  meeting 
in  August? 

It  would  be  well  for  you  to  appoint  a  suitable  commitee  to  draft 
an  official  petition  from  this  body  to  the  Congress  of  our  country 
in  favor  of  the  Appalachain  Reservation  Bill  now  pending.  Nor 
would  it  be  unwise  to  adopt  a  resolution  recommending  the  admis- 
sion free  of  duty  of  coal,  logs  of  wood,  and  undressed  lumber. 
The  denudation  of  our  forests  is  appalling,  and  while  such  legisla- 
tion would  be  injurious  to  a  portion  of  our  people,  the  benefit  to 
the  great  majority  is  incalculable.  Hoping  that  our  annual  session 
may  be  both  profitable  and  pleasant  and  that  the  blessing  of 
Almighty  God  may  rest  upon  you  and  our  country,  I  close  this,  my 
last  address  to  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance: 

Brethren: — In  making  my  report  at  this,  the  19th  annual  session 
of  the  State  Alliance,  I  congratulate  you  on  the  era  of  good  will 
and  fellowship  among  the  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  and  especially 
upon  the  bright  prospects  before  the  Alliance  in  this  State. 

The  organization  has  taken  on  new  life,  the  fire  having  been  re- 
kindled upon  the  altars  of  many  hearts  within  the  past  year. 

The  reports  coming  to  my  office  show  a  decided  increase  in 
membership  and  they  further  show  that  in  many  instances  these 
recruits  are  coming  from  among  our  very  best  and  most  progres- 
sive farmers.  Also  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  young  men,  the 
future  hope  of  our  country,  in  many  sections  of  the  State  are  com- 
ing into  the  Alliance  and  thus  early  in  life  learning  the  advantages 
and  real  pleasures  of  fraternal  fellowship  and  association. 

The  present  is  an  auspicious  time  for  the  Alliance.  We  should 
take  no  step  backward,  but  rather  we  should  move  boldly  for- 
ward. Let  us  in  deed  and  in  truth  show  to  the  whole  people  that 
the  Alliance  stands  for  something  definite,  stands  for  progress  and 
high  ideals,  stands  for  everything  that  goes  to  make  the  farmers 
of  our  State  an  influential,  prosperous,  happy  and  united  people. 

The  advantage  of  organization  and  co-operation  has  again  been 
proven  within  the  last  twelve  months.  At  your  last  State  meet- 
ing you  appointed  three  delegates  to  attend  a  meeting  of  cotton 
farmers  and  business  men  interested  in  the  development  of  the 
cotton  industry  of  our  country  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  At  that 
meeting  the  initial  step  was  taken  to  advance  the  price  of  cotton 
and  in  that  way  add  millions   of  dollars  to  the  permanent   pros- 
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perity  and  wealth  of  the  South.  Later,  when  the  price  of  cotton 
was  threatened  to  be  carried  to  a  point  below  the  cost  of  production 
a  similar  meeting  of  cotton  farmers  and  business  men  was  called 
to  meet  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  It  was  the  privilege  and 
pleasure  of  your  Secretary  to  attend  both  these  meetings.  The 
determination  that  was  unmistakably  written  upon  the  faces  of  the 
persons  attending  the  New  Orleans  meeting  acted  as  an  inspira- 
tion to  form  a  closer  relationship  between  the  farmers  of  the 
South  for  their  own  mutual  protection  and  benefit.  How  well  they 
have  succeeded  has  been  attested  by  the  rise  in  the  price  of  cotton 
from  6  cents  per  pound  in  January  to  eleven  cents  per  pound  in  July. 
The  members  of  the  Alliance  in  this  State  have  stood  nobly  by 
the  purposes  of  that  convention  and  will  continue  to  stand  for 
everything  that  elevates  and  helps  the  farmers  of  this  fair  land  of 
ours. 

At  this  session  of  the  State  Alliance  I  earnestly  desire  this  body 
will  inaugurate  some  plan  that  will  speedily  bring  before  the 
farmers  of  the  State  the  advantages  the  Alliance  offers  them  as  a 
farmers'  organization.  The  State  is  the  field,  the  harvest  is 
plenteous,  only  the  workers  are  lacking.  Let  us  find  strong,  cour- 
ageous, earnest  workers  who  will  go  into  the  field  and  present  to 
the  farmers  the  advantages  of  the  Alliance,  offering  to  them  the 
opportunity  to  join  us  in  our  endeavors  to  uplift  and  benefit  the 
agricultural  interests  of  our  State.  My  injunction  to  you  is:  Go 
forward.

As  Busines  Agent  Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  then  read  the 
REPORT   OF   THE   BUSINESS   AGENT. 

Brethren: — My  report  as  Business  Agent  of  the  State  Alliance 
is  not  such  a  report  as  I  should  like  to  present  to  you,  unless  it 
could  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  farmers  of  the  State  are  so 
very  prosperous  they  do  not  need  to  purchase  anything.  The  vol- 
ume of  business  done  through  the  agency  is  less  than  that  of 
any  preceeding  year.  With  increased  membership  there  should 
likewise  be  increased  business,  and  it  is  for  us  to  inquire  why 
there  is  not. 

This  decline  in  business  may  be  attributable  to  the  fact  that  our 
farmers  were  holding  cotton  through  the  summer  and  economizing 
as  never  before,  or  trading  entirely  with  their  local  merchant. 
However,  this  condition  of  affairs  should  not  discourage  us,  as  no 
real  progressive  farmer  becomes  discouraged  with  one  failure  in  a 
crop,  but  rather  sets  out  to  do  better  another  year.  So  let  us  take 
on  fresh  courage  and  a  renewed  determination  to  do  an  increased 
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business  another  year.  This  increase  must  come  from  the  members 
of  the  Alliance.  It  is  for  them  individually  to  determine  whether 
the  Busines  Agency  shall  do  a  large  or  a  small  business. 

I  feel  sure  your  executive  committee,  and  your  committee  on 
Business  Agency  will  make  suggestions  and  recommendations  that 
will  result  in  an  increased  business  another  year.  Let  us  all  plan 
for  larger  things  in  every  department  of  Alliance  work  for  the  en- 
suing year.

Beaufort,  110  per  cent.;  Columbus,  77  per  cent.;  Chatham,  60  per 
cent.;  Cumberland,  75  per  cent.;  Edgecombe,  85  per  cent.;  Frank- 
lin, 75  per  cent.;  Harnett,  60  per  cent.;  Johnston,  50  per  cent.;

"No  school  is  a  special  feeder  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechani- 
cal Collge.  Would  it  not  be  wise  to  propose  to  the  trustees  of  the 
A.  &  M.  College  that  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  practical  and  desir- 
able to  establish  an  auxiliary  agricultural  school  that  we  will  grant 
them  the  use  of  this  beautiful  site  already  equipped  with  necessary 
buildings,  and  this  fertile  farm  of  sufficient  acres  for  an  indefinite 
or  definite  period,  rent  free,  provided  they  keep  it  in  repair,  pay 
taxes  and  insurance,  and  allow  us  its  use  for  our  annual  meeting  in 
August." 

Adjourning  at  10:30,  the  Alliance  re-assembled  at  11  o'clock  and 
listened  to  an  entertaining  address  by  Prof.  J.  M.  Sharpe,  of  the 
Farmers'  Protective  Association.  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  ten- 
dered Prof.  Sharp.

Dr.  R.  h.  Speight  submitted  the  report  for  the  committee  that 
attended  the  Cotton  Association  at  St.  Louis.    It  is  as  follows: 

We  the  undersigned  delegates  appointed  by  the  last  State  Al- 
liance to  the  Cotton  Growers'  Association  which  met  in  St.  Louis 
the  26th  of  September,  1904,  attended  that  meeting.  Representa- 
tives from  all  cotton  growing  States  were  present.  The  question 
of  establishing  warehouses  for  the  storage  of  cotton  was  discussed 
and  favorably  acted  upon.  The  reduction  of  cotton  acreage  was 
recommended.  S.  J.  F.  Morse,  a  cotton  broker  from  New  York  and 
Mr.  Edmunds,  editor  of  the  Manufacturers'  Record,  Baltimore, 
(which  paper  has  done  a  great  deal  toward  the  development  of  the 
South)  and  cotton  brokers  representing  English  and  Continental 
spinners  offer  money  at  a  very  low  rate  of  interest  if  the  cotton 
farmers  decide  to  establish  warehouses.

ment frauds. 

"2.  That  the  Alliance  of  North  Carolina  will  continue  to 
stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Association  in  the  program  it 
has  mapped  out,  and  we  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  co-operate  in 
any  way  possible  for  the  development  of  our  cotton  interests."

We,  the  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  North  Caro- 
lina Farmers'  State  Alliance  to  consider  a  proposition  made  in 
regard  to  establishing  a  school  at  our  Head  Quarters  near  Hills- 
boro,  do  recommend  that  in  case  President  John  Graham's  propo- 
sition to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  tendering  to  them  this  property 
as  an  auxiliary  school  to  the  Agricultural  College,  be  rejected,  that 
the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  take  the  proposition  now 
before  us  and  do  whatsoever  they  think  right  and  proper.  That 
a  school  here  on  a  good  solid  basis  would  meet  with  our  hearty 
approval.

CHARTER. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  FARMERS'  STATE  ALLIANCE 
OF  NORTH   CAROLINA   AND   SUB-ALLIANCES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  S.  B.  Alexander,  L.  L.  Polk,  J.  D.  Allen,  Elias 
Carr,  T.  Ivey,  John  S.  Johnston,  D.  Reid  Parker  and  such  others 
as  may  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorpo-, 
rated  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall 
and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  alter  or  change  at  will,  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  and  of  acquiring,  holding  and  conveying 
real  and  personal  property,  and  shall  also  have  power  to  elect 
such  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business, 
and  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
proper  for  the  government  of  the  corporation;  that  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  and  possess  all  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  conferred  upon  corporations  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
State  as  may  be  necessary,  appropriate  or  convenient  to  the  exer- 
cise of  the  powers  and  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
given  by  this  act,  and  to  the  conduct  and  management  of  its 
business  affairs. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporations  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  by  itself,  or  by  and  through  its  duly 
appointed  agents,  managers  and  servants,  a  mercantile  or  manu- 
facturing business  in  all  branches;  to  erect,  manage  and  operate 
warehouses,  stockyards,  grain  elevators  and  packing  establish- 
ments; to  manufacture  guano  and  other  fertilizers,  and  generally 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  such  enterprises  and  transact  such  bus- 
iness as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  for  its  profit  or  advance- 
ment, or  that  may  contribute  tc  the  accomplishment  of  the  general 
design  and  purpose  for  which  it  is  created,  and  for  which  an 
association  now  existing  in  this  State,  and  known  as  the  "Farm- 
ers'   State   Alliance   of   North    Carolina,"    was   organized. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  may  adopt  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  association 
known  as  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina,"  and  by 
consent  of  the  said  association  may  become  its  successor,  acquire 
its  rights  and  privileges,  assume  its  liabilities  and  continue  to 
develop  and  execute  its  general  plans  and  purposes,  with  the  right 
to  change,  modify,  enlarge  and  extend  the  same,  so  as  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  and  the  welfare 
and  prosperity  of  the  farmers  and  laborers  of  the  State  and  all 
persons  engaged  in  agricultural  or  mechanical  pursuits. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  may  use  and  adopt  such 
means  and   measures  as  may   be  necessary   to  raise   funds  for  its 
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purposes,  and  to  conduct  its  financial  operations,  and  especially 
may  impose  fines,  and  penalties,  and  dues,  and  collect  the  same, 
levy  assessments,  and  provide  for  stock  subscriptions  if  deemed 
advisable. 

Sec.  5.  'That  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  its  proper  officers, 
agents,  managers  and  servants,  exercise  general  control  and  super- 
vision over  the  Subordinate  Alliances  of  the  State  hereinafter 
created  and  incorporated,  and  may  describe  how  the  said  Sub- 
ordinate Alliances  shall  be  represented  in  the  membership,  conven- 
tions and  meetings  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  G.  That  each  County  Alliance  which  has  been  or  may  here- 
after be  organized  is  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  the  particular 
county  in  which  said  Alliance  is  located,  and  under  the  said  name 
and  style  it  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  herein  granted  to  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina,  which  may  be  necessary  to  develop  and  execute  its  plan 
and  purposes,  and  which  shall  not  be  inconsistent  or  in  conflict 
with  those  granted  to  the  said.  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina,  but  shall  in  all  respects  be  subordinate  and  subservient 
thereto. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  County  Alliance  may  establish,  conduct  and 
prosecute  such  mercantile  and  manufacturing  business  and  such 
other  enterprises  as  will  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
said  Alliance  and  its  members  in  the  county  in  which  it  is  located, 
and  it  may  adopt  such  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  provide  for  such  a  form  of  organization  ,as  may  be 
suited  to  its  wants  and  necessities,  provided  that  the  plans  of 
organization  in  the  several  counties  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as 
possible;  and  for  this  purpose  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  if  it  is 
deemed  necessary,  may  prescribe  a  general  and  uniform  plan  for 
the  organization  of  the  County  Alliances. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Subordinate  Alliances  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  organized  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  are 
hereby  created  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  under  such  name  and 
style  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Farmers' 
State  Alliance,  and  under  such  name  and  style  they  shall  severally 
have  and  enjoy  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this 
act  upon  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  the  County  Alliances, 
and  which  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  develop  and  exe- 
cute the  plan  and  purpose  of  this  organization;  and  they  may 
conduct  and  carry  on  within  their  respective  localities,  such  busi- 
ness and  enterprises  as  are  of  the  same  nature  as  those  authorized 
by  this  act  to  be  conducted  and  carried  on  by  the  other  Alliances, 
and  may  adopt  such  plan  of  organization  and  such  constitution 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  suited  to  said  purpose;  provided  that  the 
Farmers'  State  Alliance  hereby  incorporated  may  prescribe  a  uni- 
form plan  for  the  organization  of  said  Alliances,  under  and  by 
which  they  may  be  formed  and  governed. 
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Sec.  9.  That  the  County  Alliances  '  and  Subordinate  Alliances, 
the  incorporation  of  which  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  may  suc- 
ceed to  the  rights  and  privileges,  adopt  the  present  organization, 
assume  the  liabilities  and  continue  to  develop  and  execute  the 
general  plan  and  purposes  of  the  association  respectively  known 
as  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances,  and  in  such 
case  the  said  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances  as  now 
existing  and  organized  under  their  constitution,  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  shall  be  corporate  bodies  and  invested  with  the 
corporate  powers,  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  to  County 
and  Subordinate  Alliances,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Farmers'   State  Alliance. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  three  or  more  members  of  any  one  of  the 
Alliances  hereby  incorporated  may  unite  and  associate  with  them 
any  three  or  more  persons  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
conducting  any  mercantile  or  manufacturing  business  or  enter- 
prise, or  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  any  busi- 
ness of  the  nature  or  character  authorized  to  be  established  and 
conducted  by  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  and  the  persons 
so  united  and  associated  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  with  such  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  as  are  by  this  act  granted  to  the  corporations  created 
thereby,  and  which  may  be  necessarily  or  adapted  to  the  prosecu 
tion  of  such  business  or  enterprise;  provided  that  the  said  persons 
so  .united  and  associated  shall  first  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  corpora- 
tion is  to  have  its  principal  place  of  business,  article  of  agree- 
ment, as  provided  for  in  chapter  19  of  the  act  of  18S5;  that  upon 
the  filing  of  such  articles  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are 
provided  for  in  sections  C78,  679   and  680  of  The  Code. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  other 
chief  officer  in  the  said  several  Alliances  now  existing  in  this 
State,  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  each,  may  immediately 
accept  and  adopt  this  act  of  incorporation,  and  thereupon  they 
shall  severally  be  invested  with  the  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges,  conferred  by  this  act  under  their  present  plan  and  organ- 
ization: Provided,  that  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  said  Alliances  to  accept  this  charter  or  act  shall  not 
affect  or  prejudice  those  which  do  accept,  nor  prevent  them  from 
becoming  incorporated  under  this  act.  and  enjoying  the  rights  and 
privileges   tnerein  conferred. 

Sec.  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this  the 
7th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889.
